Blanca -Bs .As . province in 
May 1976. 

DARDO M. CABO 

journalist from the magazines "Panorama" and ’Extra". Director of the weekly- 
magazine "El Descamisado" . Arrested on April 17, 1976. Killed in jail by the 
Armed Forces on January 6, 1977. 

FRANCISCO URONDO 

Writer and journalist. Editor of the magazines "Todo", "Confirmado" , and "Pano- 
rama” and from the newspapers "La Opinion" and "Clarin". Author of several volu- 
mes of short stories and poetry. Playwright. Member of the selecting jury of - 
Casa de las Americas. Director of the School of Literature of the Buenos Aires 
University. Killed in a clash with the security forces on June 17, 1976 in Mendo- 
za province. 
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LBQNARDO BETTANIN 

Journalist. National peronist congressman; participated i n the press canpaign in 
1973 elections for the Frente Justicialista de Liberacion.,.(FREJULI) . Killed in 1977. 


CRISTINABETTANIN 

Journalist. Worked for the magazine "Dinamis" and the newspapers "El Diario" and 
"Notidas”. Killed along with her brother, Leonardo, in 1977 in the province of 
Santa Fe. 

MARIA VICTORIA NALSH 

Journalist. Worked for the magazine “'Primera Plana" and for the newspaper "La Opi- 
nion". Delegate of the union of journalists in Buenos Aires . Killed in a clash 
with security forces on September 29, 1976. 

ERNESTO UJIS FOSATTI 

Journalist. Worked for numerous magazines such as "Panorama" and "La Semana" and 
for several newspapers in Buenos Aires, Arrested on December 27, 1976. Nothing 
more was ever known about him. 

EDUARDO DCMINGUEZ 

Journalist. Former general secretary of the union of journalists in the province 
of Salta. Killed in May 1976. 

ZELMVR MICHEL INI 

Uruguayan political leader and journalist. In Argentina, he worked for the agency 
"Interpress Service" and for the newspapers "La Opinion" and "Noticias". Arrested 
by the Armed Forces on March 17, 1976. His corpse was found on March 22, 1976. 

HAROLDO CONTI 

Writer and journalist. Author of the novel ’Mascara, el Cazador Americano" which 
received the 1975 Casa de las Americas Award. Other novels include: "En Vida" - 
Barrel prize-, "Sudeste", "Alrededor de la Jaula", 'Todos los Veranos", and "Con 
Otra Gente". Frequent collaborator of the defunct magazine "Crisis". Arrested 
between the 3rd and the 5th of May 1976. Nothing more was ever known about him. 

ENRIQUE RODRIGUEZ LARRETA, jr. 

Uruguayan journalist. In Argentina, he worked for the newspaper "La Opinion" in 
Buenos Aires. Arrested on June 30, 1976. 

HECTOR ERNESTO DEMARCHI 

Journalist. Worked for the newspaper "El Cronista Comercial". Delegate and leader 
of the journalists union in Buenos Aires. Arrested on August 5, 1976. Nothing more 
ever known about him. 

EMILIANO COSTA 

Journalist. Worked for newspaper "El Cronista Comercial". Delegate and leader of 
the journalists union in Bs.As. Married to Maria Victoria Walsh. Arrested along 
with Dardo M. Cabo on .April 17, 1976. 

DANIEL DIVINShY 

Owner of the editorial house "Ediciones de la Flor"„ Outstanding figure in Argen- 
tine and Latin American intellectual circles. Arrested along with his wife in, 1976. 

MABEL KISSLER 

Journalist. Disappeared in May 1976. 
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GRfeGORIO LEVIN 

Editor of the editorial house "Cartago"; publisher, among other works, of the texts 
of Marx, which axe prohibited in Argentina. Arrested in January 1977.

Journalist. Worked in Channel 13 (TV) in Cordoba, for the magazine "Confirmado" 
and the newspapers ''Cordoba" , "La Opinion", and ’El Cronista Comercial" along with 
other publications. Arrested in 1976. Nothing more was ever known about him. 

VENTURA PERE 

Journalist for the newspaper "Mendoza” and secretary of the union of journalists 
of the province of Mendoza. Arrested in 1976. 

PLUTARCO SCHALLER 

Photographer. Worked for the newspaper 'El Independiente" in the province of La 
Rioja. Arrested on March 24, 1976.. 


GyiUERMD ALFIERI 

Journalist. Chief editor of the newspaper "El Independiente" in the province of 
La Rioja. Secretary of the union of journalists in the province of La Rioja. 
Arrested an March 24, 1976. 

MUtTO PAOLETTI 

Journalist. Sub -director of the newspaper "El Independiente" in the province of 
La Rioja. Arrested cm March 24, 1976. 

NELSON nkhleiti 

Journalist of the newspaper "La Arena" in the province of La Pangia. Secretary of 
the union of journalists of La Paspa . Arrested in 1976. 

MIGUEL ANGEL BUSTOS 

Noted journalist and poet. Worked for the magazines 'panorama", "Analisis” and 
the newspaper "La Opinion", in Buenos Aires. Arrested by the Armed Forces cm 
Ifey 31, 1976. Nothing more was ever known about him. 

DANIEL HOFEN 

Chief editor of the magazine "Nuevo Hanire". Sociologist student leader of the 
University of Buenos Aires. He was the founder of the Frente Antiimperialista 
de Trabaj adores de la Cultura (FATRAC) in Buenos Aires. Killed in prison by 
the Armed Forces in 1976. 

ANTONIO DI BENEDETTO 

Journalist and writer of national fame. Sub -director of the newspaper "Los Andes" 
of Mendoza. Arrested in the Mendoza province in 1976. 

EDGAJRDO SAJON 

Journalist. He was the Argentine Press Secretary for the former president. Lieu- 
tenant General Alejandro A. Lanusse, during the years 1971 and 1973. Arrested on 
April 1, 1977. Nothing more was ever known about him. 

PEDRO CAZES CAMARERO 

Journalist. Director of "El Combatiente". Arrested in 1973. 

EDUARDO LUCIO MOLINA Y VEDIA 

Journalist. Worked for the newspapers ‘la Opinion” and "Clarin" and for numerous 
magazines in Buenos Aires. Leader of the union of journalists of Bs.As. Arrested 
between the 7th and the 8th of April , 1976. 

ENRIQUE RAAB 

Journalist. Worked for the following magazines :"Primera Plana", "Conf irmado" , "La 
Opinion", 'Tanorama" and several others. On November 20, 1975 the Association of 
Journalists of Bs.As. denounced the death threats against Enrique Raab's life, which 
were made by the Triple A. On April 16, 1977 he was arrested by the Armed Forces. 

EDUARDO Y. JOZAMI 

Journalist. Director of the magazine "Confluencia" . Leader of the union of 
journalists of Buenos Aires. Arrested. Nothing more was ever known about him. 

FRANCISCO ARICO 

Essayist, editor, and director of the volume 'Tasado y Presente" published by 
Siglo XXI, the well-known publishing house. Arrested by the Armed Forces on • 
torch 29, 1976. 
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UPBOLH) J. WALSH 

Ctae of the most famous and well-known Argentine journalists. Author of the books 
'Vperadaa Masacre" and *Quien Mato a Rosendo". Essayist and editor of many 
journals and newspapers, the last of which was the Argentine daily 'Koticias". 
Arrested on March 2S, 1977, hours after he delivered a copy of a letter to the 
international wire services, which he had sent to the heads of the Arsed Forces, 
dewawring the year of military rule of the Junta. 

BSIQUE WALKER 

Journalist. Assistant to the editor for the magazine "Gente". Director of the 
aagaate "Semana Grafica" and of the "fAievo tfoafere" and chief editor of the 
maga z ine "El Descandsado" . Arrested on July 17, 1976 in Buenos Aires. 

OONRADO CEREITI 

Journalist. Worked for the magazine "Panorama" and the newspaper "La Opinion". 
Arrested an July 30, 1976. 

DIANA GUERRERO 

Journalist. Worked for the publishing house "Centro Editor de America Latina", 
and for the newspapers "El Cronista Comercial" and "Discus ion". Arrested 
along with Gonrado Ceretti on July 30, 1976. 

HECTOR FERRE IROS 

Journalist, former catholic priest. Worked for the International Wire Service 
’TelenT and for the magazine "Primera Plana” in Buenos Aires. Arrested by the 
Armed forces on April 1, 1977. He was found murdered a few days later. 

CARLOS ALVAREZ 
journalist. Disappeared -

Professor of University 
of Chile and University of Buenos Aires. Arrested along with a number of other 
Chilean refugees in November 1975, in Buenos Aires. 

JACQBO TBMERMAN 

Journalist. Director of the newspaper "La Opinion" of Bs.As. He founded the 
magazines 'Trimera Plana" and "Conf irmado , and the newspaper "El Diario" of Men- 
doza province. A prominent member of the Argentine Jewish Community. 

Politically influencial in the former and present governments of Argentina, 
Arrested by the Aimed Forces on April 15, 1977. 

ALICLA EGUREN COOK 

Journalist and writer. Worked for numerous magazines and newspapers in Argen- 
tina. Widow of the peronist leader John William Cook. Arrested on January 26, 
1977 in Bs .As .
